The President read his annual report, which was received, and 
afterwards referred to a committee. 

President's Report. 

Dear Breturen: In this tenth annual convention, the “Synod of Ne- 

braska” meets with greater ecclesiastical power than at any previous session, 


and also with greater prosperity throughout the State, gathering more bounti- 
ful harvests than any year of its existence. 


Our good Master has graciously spared all our . last Synod, 
but as we were then called upon to report the decease of two of our pastors’ 
wives, so our Heavenly Father recently removed another who has been the 
rong support of your humble officer in laborious fields of labor for twenty 
years. Also, a highly esteemed brother has felt constrained to leave us for a 
milder climate, hoping thereby to improve the health of his wife. Our Synod 


will now present quite a changed aspect, as a goodly number have removed 
who have been at the head of our work in the State; but a larger number have 


tome to our important field, and promise to be faithful workers. 
We humbly and thankfully acknowledge God’s guidance in the past, and 
pray His continued favors in the future. 
The items of our Annual Report are as follows: 
DISMISSIONS. 


Letters of honorable dismission were granted the following : 

J. Rev. J. Bond, of Glasco, Kansas, having accepted a call to Beardstown, 
Illinois, was dismissed to the Wartburg Synod, December 5, 1881. 

2. Rev. J. C. Brodfithrer found a field of labor in connection with “ Marion 
Female College in Virginia, and was at his own request dismissed to the 
Synod of Southwestern Virginia, on April 5, 1882. 

3. June 15, 1882, Rev. C. Anderson was dismissed to the Synod of North- 
em Illinois, as he took charge of a new work within its bounds. 

4 Rev. W. A. Lipe also withdrew to the same Synod, within whose terri- 
tory he is now laboring. His letter is dated September 2, 1882. 
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November 20, 1881, by Brother Wolff. 
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8. Rev. J. Daiss, at his own request, was dismissed to the Synod of the 
West, taking charge of a German congregation near St. Louis, Mo. Hegig 
to this milder climate for the benefit of his wife, and hopes to be united with 
us again in the future. His letter is dated September 12, 18382. 

6. The Church papers informed me that Rev. J. K Kuhlman has returned 
to Pennsylvania. } 

7. Rev. C. Nagel proposes to relinquish the ministry, and turn his attention 
to a more private occupation. He will be at Synod and inform us personally, 
APPLICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Letters and papers in due form have come to my hands, and are herewith 

submitted to Synod for examination. 

1. November 10, 1881, from Dr. Springer, President of the Synod of Cem 
tral Illinois, transferring Rev. Wm. Rosenstenge! to our Synod. 

2. January 9, 1882, from Dr. Ort, President of the Miami Synod, dismissing 
Rev. G. F. Stelling, D. D., to this body. 

J Rev. O. Kuss sent his dismissal from the New York and New Jeng 
Synod, July 7, 1882. 

4. August 14, 1882, Rev. C. Huber sent me his letter from the Susque 
hanna Synod to our body. 

5. Rev. A. B. Shrader, licentiate of the Allegheny Synod, and late of the 
Seminary at Gettysburg, informed me August 27, 1882, that he was about # 
take charge at Ponca, and would soon forward me his letter of dismissal. 

6. August 31, 1882, Rev. M. S. Cressman forwarded his dismissal from the 
Synod of West Pennsylvania. 

7. Rev. M. J. Tjaden, of Lennox, Lincoln county, Dakota Territory, wrt 
me September 5, 1882, stating that he had requested the President of the 
Wartburg Synod to forward me his letter of dismissal. 

8. A brother, C. H. Stebbins, of Roanoke College, Virginia, has taken 
temporary charge at Red Cloud, under the direction of Brother Kimmel, whe 
informs me that he will be with us as a candidate for licensure or ordination, 
as Synod may decide. 

9. Rev. H. Siekman, of Hastings, who has been without Synodical relation 
for a number of years, became acquainted with some of our pastors and en- 


changed letters with me during the year, will be present and apply for mem 


bership. I encouraged him to come to Waverly, and so far as I knew, there 
would be no particular hindrance in the way of his uniting with Synod. 

10. Evangelist J. Gutleben, who has been active as such in Europe for 
over ten years, has just come to Fontanelle as successor of Brother Daiss, 
and wishes to become a member of this Synod by ordination, or licensure, if 


that cannot be, but felt that it would not be possible for him to attend this con- 
vention.

VACANCIES SUPPLIED. 
. Nebraska City, where Brother Kuhlman and Dr. Kunkelman had re- 


ved, was supplied soon after our last session of Synod by Rev. W. Rosen- 


stengel—the German and English interests uniting in his call. 
2. Ponca was vacated a year ago by the undersigned, but on June 1, 1882, 


Rev. Kuss took charge of our German element, and on August 13, 1882, 


Rev. Shrader of the English. 

3. Rev. Dr. Stelling became the successor of Dr. Baugher at Omaha, and 
entered upon that important field October 1, 1881. 

4. Evangelist Gutleben is at Fontanelle, just vacated by Rev. Daiss. 

VACANCIES NOT SUPPLIED, 

1. Glasco, Kansas, was vacated by Rev. J. Bond soon after our Synod at 

Tekamah: This congregation united with our Synod a few years ago, and has 
Caused considerable perplexity and correspondence during the year, without 
desirable results. Some responsible pastor or missionary should visit them 
aad learn their wants. Rev. Bond would return to the field for $100 a year 
from the Board. 
2. Orleans. potas has been of much admoyance vince lest 
Synod, for want of necessary knowledge on their part, and a lack of impart- 
ing information by others, they did not unite with our Synod at Tekamah, 
and therefore could not receive aid from the Board. This kept Brother 
Scheibel from moving among them and taking charge, as was intended a year 
ago. They have adopted our bases of Synod, and we hope the necessary 
union will be effected at this session. 

3- West Point became vacant the first of May, when Rev. Ludwig sent his 
resignation to the Board. But as there was no one to succeed him, he con. 
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tinued his services to the congregation until recently. Brother Ludwig de. 
serves credit for his activity in securing and paying for a church lot, well lo 
cated. This move should have been made years ago, and a house built, when 
it could have been done much easier than now. This is. another plain cag 
of neglect, and quite a loss to our interests. The undersigned visited Wea 
Point in August, spent several days including a Sunday, preached for the 
people, and made an effort to secure another pastor. 


MISSION POINTS. ‘ 

We rejoice in being able to report considerable progress in the development 
and supply of mission points duriag the year. 

1. Lincoln has Rev. Cressman earnestly at work, with a house of worship 
just dedicated. The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Socigty of the 
General Synod have undertaken his support. 

2. Clear Creek, Saunders county, has procured our carnest brother, Rev. C. 
Huber, who officiates readily in the English and German languages. 

3. Red Cloud has for some time been satisfactorily supplied by a brother, 
C. H. Stebbins, who will be present for licensure, or ordination, as Synod 
shall determine. 

4. Blair was vacated by the removal of Brother Lipe. 

5. Hastings has been longing for an English pastor for some time, but asl 
have learned that Rev. Martinis, of Canton, Illinois, will surely locate there 
the first of next December, further statements are unnecessary. 

6. North Platte appears to present a good opening ; a man adapted to the 
place would get a better support than many engaged elsewhere. German and 
English are required. 


12. Falls City. 
All these have become important places, and will be noticed by the Ad- 
visory Mission Committee. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
1. The appointment of a Committee on Vacancies and Mission Points, who 
shall suggest some plan to provide for Glasco, Kansas, and Orleans, Nebraska, 
at an early hour of this convention. 


2. That all the congregations composing this Sypod be recorded by the 


Secretaries in the Minutes of this convention; and as near as can be, in the 
order in which they were received. 

3- That any of our pastors who may serve congregations not in connection 
with this body be earnestly requested to inform them of the necessity and 
benefit to themselves and others by such union. They also have the privilege 


to get any member of Synod, whom such pastor shall consider best adapted, 


to bring this matter before his people.

On motion, the regular order of business was suspended in 
order to hear the report of the Advisory Mission Committee. 


Annual Report of the Advisory Mission Committee of Nebraska 
Synod, Ending September 28, 1882. 

Dear BReTHREN.—In submitting our report, we realize that it is not what 
it should be. Two of the members have been providentially hindered from 
doing much active work— Brother Daiss, by the severe illness of his wife, and 
Brother Schnur, in the severe illness and death of his estimable wife. There- 
fore we ask charitable criticisms. 

1. Traveling Missionary.—This Synod will remember that at its last meet- 
ing a resolution was adopted asking that Rev. Kuhlman be recommended to 
the Board of Home Missions as a suitable man for the traveling missionary 
work, and that he be appointed. As the President of the Board of Home 
Missions was present, and assured us in the discussion that the Board 
would appoint Brother K., we, as a Committee, did not suppose any 
action on our part was necessary, and it was not until in December 
that our attention was called to the matter. About December ist, we 
received a letter from Rev. K., saying he had received no appointment 
from the Board, and was much discouraged. Your chairman wrote at 
once to the Board, asking that he be appointed at once, said appointment to 
date from October 1st. At the December meeting of the Board, he was ap- 
pointed as requested. A meeting of the Advisory Missionary Committee was 
then called to meet January sth at Fontanelle, to decide on a plan of work for 
the traveling missionary, and to decide on amount of salary to be paid by 


Nebraska Synod. Rev. Kuhlman was requested to be present, but was not. 


Two of the members of the committee being present—Revs. Kimmel and 
 Daiss—we decided, rst. That as Rev. Kuhlman had said that the places vis- 
ited would pay at least $300 a year, we, as a Synod, would pay $200, which, 
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with the $500 to be received from the Women’s Missionary Society, would 
make a salary of $1,000. 2d. That we, as a Committee, would expect 4 
monthly report from the traveling missionary of all work done, and that the 
same report should be published in the Church papers that all might know of 
the progress. 

The report of this meeting was at once sent to Rev. Kuhlman for his ac 
ceptance. He replied that the promises of Nebraska Synod were worthless, 
because they did not redeem them. To try and satisfy on this point, your chair- 
man agreed to become personally responsible for the prompt payment of $0 
every quarter during the year. He then objected to the 2d item, and would 
not report to anybody, and declined to accept the appointment of the B. H. M. 
for the same reason. 

Having now had all the experience we desired with traveling missionaries, 
and having through the benevolence of Tekamah mission received permission. 
your chairman concluded to experiment in traveling missionary work. 

(1) We left home February 27th. Red Cloud was first visited. Here some 
work had been done, and advice given. After a little work here we orgam 
ized with 17 members, all active workers. Have already a pastor in the field, 
a Woman’s Missionary Society in active working order, and a Sunday-school 
second to none in the town, and have two delegates to this convention. 

(2) North Platte was also visited. They were much encouraged and want 
@ pastor as soon as the litigation fight about some church lots they have is sat 
isfactorily settled : this has not yet been done. The lots are worth $6,000 cash. 
The congregation numbers 19 good, substantial people. They need the con- 
tinued attention of Synod. The field is a good one for our church. 

(3) Hastings. We visited this very important point and did some cam 
vassing. ‘They are ready to organize whenever a pastor can be found for them. 
We have been in correspondence with several brethren in the East, and have 
now succeeded iu getting the promise from Rev. Alfred Martinis, of Canton, 
Ilinois. He will enter upon his duties December 1st, 16 miles northeast of 
Hastings. We organized in March a congregation with 11 members. This 
with Hastings will form a pastorate, and will pay $300 in cash, furnish a house 
and ten acres of ground free for the use of the pastor. They will be self-sus- 
taining from the start. 

(4) Grand Island. A very thriving city of 4,000 inhabitants, was visited 
in March, at the urgent solicitation of George Thummel, a prominent lawyer 
of the place, and the advice of Dr. Stelling. We only had about six hours to 
spend, but found several families who expressed a desire forthe church. But on 
account of other engagements they had for the evening, we were only able to 
get four of the brethren together. With these we organized St. Paul's Lutheran 
Church of Grand Island—the chairman of the Advisory Mission Committee of 
Nebraska Synod being constituted one of the trustees until a pastor is in the 
field. Here we have lots in the business portion of the city; $342.50 has al- 
ready been received from them in rents, and $175 has been expended in side- 
walks; have now in the treasury $167.50, and the lots are now leased for $45° 
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4 year, and can be sold at any time for $3,000 in cash. Here is a fine opening, 
and a pastor should be in the field at once. 

(5) Central City, 25 miles east of Grand Island, a town of 1,200 inhabi- 
fants, was visited once. We found four families of Lutherans. One man, Mr. 
J. Osterling, a young, energetic banker, an active Lutheran from infancy, is a 
host in himself; and Jonathan Tressler, recently from Ohio, is an enthusiastic, 
pious, devoted worker. These two brethren, with their families, make a fine 
nucleus for our church, with a large number of Scandinavian Lutherans in the 
country near by. This and Grand Island might be served by one man for 
some time. 

(6) Kearney. This town of 2,500 inhabitants, 600 of whom have been 
Latherans (all Scandinavians), was visited three times. Before my last visit 
I succeeded in getting Rev. Hanson, of Dakota Territory, to visit thenr, and 
he worked among them two weeks, when we visited again, and effected an or- 
ganization with 22 members. With one day’s work we had subscribed $225 
fora pastor’s salary. Rev. Hansen was called, and accepted. The people 
paid him $25 to defray traveling expenses, and we paid him $5 more. He 
lef next morning for his home in Dakota Territory, promising to return to this 
Meeting of Synod. But a letter from him a few days ago states that he has 
yielded to the urgent appeals of his countrymen in Dakota Territory, and will 
femain in that large field. But another brother from Chicago has promised 

to come. (He left here to-day for Kearney.) We must have a 
man in this field atonce. To be sanctioned and money to pass through the 
Board of Home Missions. 

(7) Beatrice, Gage county. This point I have visited three times, and 
should have gone there last Sabbath to organize, but could not on account of 
other work. We can organize with eight or ten substantial members. This 
is a town of 3,500, and should be occupied at once. 

(8) Wymore and Blue Springs, two towns one mile apart, each have about 
€ 1800 souls, and present a fine opening for a German-English pastor. These 
towns are only twelve miles from Beatrice, and a good, energetic man could 
supply the whole field for awhile. 

(9) Falls City we visited once in the interest of some town lots we have 
there. We found the property all right : two lots in the heart of a town of 
2,500 inhabitants. They are worth 5500 in cash. Here I also found Luther- 
ans—twelve or fourteen families—anxious for a church organization and able 
to support it. 

(10) Arlington, Washington county. Have eight members ready to organ- 
ize. Only one church organization in the place. They want a pastor, and in 
connection with Blair and the other points in the county, present a fine field. 
But they must be cared for soon. 

(it) Tecumseh has been visited by Brother Melick. He reports several 
families. They should have the early attention of the Advisory Mission 


(#2) Lincoln was visited. This earnest little band now have a pastor that is 
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a wofthy workman. Supported by the W. M. S., the work is moving on 
under difficulties such as are to be met in city mission work everywher. 
The W. M. S. deserve our thanks and hearty support for this noble work, 
which will soon be a power for good. They organized St. Mark’s Ev, Lath 
church, under direction of the pastor, July 6th, with fourteen members. 4 
Sunday-school of thirty scholars has been gathered, and the outlook is bright 
with promise. | 
(13) Waverly shows abundant prosperity. With their new house of wor

Oakland is finished. will probebly be buik in the mission 
odical year. 

(15) West Point is vacant. Earnest efforts are being made to secure a pat 
tor atonce. Brother Schnur visited them. 

(16) Wayne is moving on. They too have concluded to change location 
and build a larger house, which shows prosperity. 

(17) Clear Creek we have not visited. But through the earnest efforts of 
Dr. Leisenring and Robert Weidensall, they have a pastor who will speak for 
himself, by building up a flourishing congregation in the near future. 

(18) The congregation at Orleans has been recommended to the B. H. M 
for aid in support of pastor, but refused because they are not in connection 
with Synod. 

(19) Ohiowa. This mission being German, we have heard nothing from 
it. Bro. Thoele will no doubt report. 

(20) Missionary Boxes. The pressing needs of many of our pastors have 
been supplied through the generosity of the Woman's Missionary Societies of 
the Lutheran Churches of Dayton, Ohio, Foreston, Illinois, Bloomsburg, York, 
Johnstown, and Philadelphia, Pa., and Mifflin, Ohio, and Omaha, Neb., to the 
amount of several hundred dollars in the aggregate. This is a noble work, for 
which we are all thankful, and the noble women have the thanks and carnest 
prayers of the recipients for these favors. 

(21) Church Lots belonging to our church in Cheyenne, Sidney, Lar 
mie City, and Council Bluffs, which are now valugble real estate, demand our 
immediate attention, lest they be sold for taxes, and lost to the church. Since 
we received abstracts from Rev. Kuhns, of Westminster, Md., we have not 
had the time to attend to it, and we recommend that a committee of one be 
appointed to go and see after them, and that the money be provided to pay 
traveling expenses. Grand Island, North Platte, Falls City with $10,000 
worth of church property, show the benefits, and Tekamah, with a loss of

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Report of Trustees to Carthage College. : 

Both Trustees of this Synod attended the meeting of the Board in cop 
nection with the Commencement Exercises of Carthage College last May. 
That our institution is highly appreciated by the citizens of Carthage and 
community, is evident from the large and attentive audiences that crowded 
the College church to witness the annual Commencement Exercises, The 
Board appreciate its earnest and well-qualified corps of instructors. Our new 
President, Dr. Kunkelman, acquitted himself very nobly and faithfully dur 
ing the year; but bis modesty, as well as the financial embarrassment of the 
College, led him to long to withdraw, notwithstanding his great sacrifice ia 
moving to Carthage. The Board, however, rejoiced to learn that other pro 
fessors so genuinely and heartily said: Let me go, but hold on to the Pret 
dent.” But as our Endowment Fund is small, and the payment of the inter 
est of many of the notes has been neglected as the controlling reason, Profs, 
Giese and Fasold respectfully tendered their resignations. Prof. G. also de- 
sired to begin a purely German work more fully elsewhere, and Prof. F. said 
he could withdraw much easier than one of his colleagues who have families; 
so the Board felt constrained, reluctantly, to acquiesce and accept these over- 
tures. 

The Trustees felt that the College must be carried on within its income, 
and therefore were glad to hear the well-digested plan of Dr. Kunkelman, 
but felt humiliated to be forced to accept of the noble proposition to reduce 
the salaries of the professors $200 each, beginning with himself. This was 
not all; that he would also cheerfully relinquish a certain (noble) sam of his 
salary during the past year. This was augmented by others of his colleagues 
Heaven's blessing will not be wanting where men make such sacrifices 
Happy the church that has such teachers and pastors ! 

The teaching force is not to be increased; the noble Faculty that is left will 
divide the labors among themselves, with the addition of a matron to have 
charge of the ladies’ dormitory, which has been refitted by special contriba- 
tions of friends, and will also give instruction in special branches. 

We would like to state much more, but our finances demand brevity in our
